Can Hunt Anything In Open Season Bnt 


Deer and Aquatic Fowl. 


Attorney Gecpral Hicks has given the 


state game warden an opinion on the 
new Etate game hunting license law, in 
which he holds that residents of the 
state may hunt any kind of game in the 
open season, exeefitf deer and : aquatic 
fowl, without a license. It appears that 
two sections of the statute in question 
conflict, and the.result is that the law 
nullifies itself in part and leaves all resi- 
dents free to hunt anything, save deer 
and aquatic fowl, provided they do not 
use dogs. The use of dogs makes a 
license necessary.' The section? of the 
law which conflict are section 13. chap- 
ter of the laws of 1899, and secMon 14 of 
the same act. 
Section 13 provides as 


follows: 


Everyjperson who has resided in this 


itate forgone year previous to applying 
for a license to hunt game and who de- 
sires to hunt tha same, must first obtain 
a license from the county clerk of the 
county in-which.he resides. 


This is contravened in part by section* 


14, as follows: 


shall be unlawfu1, and is hereby pro- 


hibited, for any reeid ent of this state, to 
hunt for, pursue, take, catch or kill any 
Df the acquatic fowls or deer protected 
by the laws of this strite or to pursue.take, 
catch, or kill any of the other 
fowls 


or birds protected by the laws of the 
state with dog or dogs, without having 
in his possession at the time of such 
pursuing, taking, catching or killing, a 
license therefor duly issued to him un- 
der the provisions of this act. 


As a result of this partial contradic- 


tion in relation to dogs, Asst.Atty,Gen. 
Buell, who wrote the opinion, holds that 
the 
latter 
section . 
of 
the 


statute 
controls 
tho former sec- 


tion, 
and 
makes 
it 
possible 


for farmers and other residents of the 
states to hunt without dogs. The deer 
and aquatic fowl hunters nre regulated 
by another statute, and are not affected 
by the opinion.
